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Lab Animal Bill Has Wide Support 


IMPORTANT LEGISLATION was introduced into Congress on 
June 18. The legislation (H.R. 12286 introduced in the 
House by Rep. Paul G. Rogers of Florida and S. 2446 intro- 
duced in the Senate by Sen. Jacob Javits of New York) is 
cited as the Humane Laboratory Animal Treatment Act of 
1969. These bills represent months of work by Congressmen 
and others in revising, strengthening and improving the 
Rogers-Javits bill of the 90th Congress. 

Introduction of legislation has been eagerly awaited by 
humanitarians anxious to achieve federal protection for ani- 
mals used in medical research, and the newly-introduced bill 
appears to be the most practical and effective method of 
achieving this aim, and will attain the desired objectives with- 
out interfering with legitimate medical research. 

The legislation will take up the protection of research 
animals where the excellent provisions of Public Law 89—544 
leaves off. It will expand the coverage to include all warm- 
blooded vertebrate animals, except man, in virtually all lab- 
oratories across the country. Further, it will encourage the 
study and improvement of the care, handling and treatment 
of animals and all this will be accomplished without rescind- 
ing or amending any section of P.L. 89—544 as now in force. 

If you believe in the need for standards and regulations 
for animals which are not now protected by any law, you can

ERE ARE MY CREDENTIALS: Blanchette, guttersnipe. 

But don’t look down your nose at me like that— 

a cat is a cat, be she mongrel or Persian. People make 

me laugh with their mania for sticking labels on every- 

thing. Besides, I read in a very reliable newspaper that

But I’m getting off the subject: let’s get back to 
the case at hand. I am a beauty—why be modest?—and, 
to begin with, I spark great admiration in the male, 
the consequences of which you may well imagine to the 
despair of the kind folk who gave shelter to me and 
other creatures who had been thoughtlessly abandoned 
by heartless, unscrupulous masters.

Special events were designed to broaden the chil- 
dren’s interest and appreciation of animals that serve 
mankind in various ways. Early in the session a tour of 
the League’s shelter and clinic facilities gave them an 
idea of the animal welfare work of the organization. 

The Boston Police Department was particularly 
cooperative in providing two special events with dogs 
from the Canine Corps and horses from the Mounted 
Police Patrol. Officers Arthur Morgan and Robert 
Tarantino brought their dogs, “Savage” and “Sam,” 
to demonstrate the work of the Canine Corps. And on 
another day Officers Andelmo DelTossi and Benjamin 
Donahue brought “Dandy Boy” and “Section Man,” 
two of the Mounted Patrol horses, to demonstrate and 
explain the saddle and bridle, and how the horses work 
in the control of crowds.

Steve McRae and Miss Kathy May brought 
animals that the children could touch and pet such as 
a llama, sheep, goats, armadillo, porcupine, ferret, 
kinkajou, monkeys, alligator, crocodile, turtles and a 
lion cub. Another very interesting program was presented 
by Pat Norton, Mary Feeley and Jerry Yoffa from the 
Museum of Science. They displayed and talked about 
a sparrow hawk, raccoon, opossum, snapping turtle, 
garter snake, boa constrictor, iguana, and tarantula. 

A change of pace was enjoyed by all when Miss 
Miriam Dickey from the Massachusetts Audubon 
Society came to tell us about seashore life. She brought 
shells and other samples of life that are found on or near 
the seashore and explained how they were all important 
to each other and to us for the continuation of life.

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Annual Checkup For Dogs Advisable 


> {TIDDLE-AGED bocs benefit from yearly physical 
Me checkups, just as do middle-aged people, and for 
-;e same reasons. Annual examinations are good pre- 
entive medicine. They enable ailments, or tendencies 
-sward disorders, to receive early diagnosis and 
treatment. 

Such care may save dogs from illness or even add 
ears to their lives, advises the Gaines Dog Research 
“enter, New York. 

Dogs can be considered middle-aged when they’re 
Sve years old. They progress from infancy to young 
adulthood in the first 12 months of life. From then on 
each year of a dog’s life equals about five years of a 
human life. A dog of five is the equivalent of a human 
of forty. 

Middle-aged dogs, like their human counterparts, 
may begin to have dental problems, predisposition to 
sidney or heart conditions, and arthritis. These and other 
signs of less efficient physical functioning often can be 
controlled and prevented from becoming serious if 
detected soon enough. 

Owners can help veterinarians by being extra

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observant of their dogs. Changes in eating, drinking and 
eliminating habits should be noted, as should unusual 
discharges or foul odors from any part of the body. 
Scratching, stiffness, sensitivity, lumps under or on the 
skin, may indicate possible areas of trouble and should be 
reported to the veterinarian. 

Veterinary care can be greatly facilitated if the 
dog is used to being handled in the same manner he’d 
be treated during an examination. 

The dog should be accustomed to a table, easily 
done by using one for grooming. Be sure the table is 
sturdy and has a non-slippery covering. 

Each time the dog is groomed, handle his ears and 
paws. Pull back his lips and open his mouth to inspect 
teeth. Routine nail clipping, ear and teeth cleaning are 
more readily accomplished with this training and the 
veterinarian can conduct physical checkups with a more 
cooperative patient. 

But perhaps the owner’s best help is keeping his dog 
in good condition through proper nutrition with com- 
plete and balanced food, such as provided by the soft- 
moist products; exercise, and grooming.
